REPEATER ETIQUETTE 101 


As bad weather approaches, repeater users should remember to leave 
nice long pauses, during drive-time ragchews, so others can call for help, 
if necessary. 


Transmissions should be kept short. 


Never ignore a breaking station while you finish your oration on non- 
resonant rhombics; it could be an emergency call. 


Don't be a repeater dominator (one who, after safely arriving home 
through ice and snow, then proceeds to tie-up the repeater while others 
are still trying to achieve the same success). 


Those who (and [ll name them if necessary) totally ignore the “courtesy 
tone” before transmitting, should try, ‘extra hard’, to be more courteous 
to those who are trying to break-in. It can be very angering to be 
unsuccessful in breaking-in after repeated attempts, solely because the 
conversing parties are inconsiderate. 


Perhaps the following rule says it all: Jf you don’t hear the courtesy tone, 
either the repeater needs repair, or your operating procedure does. -Ed

What's a TNC, and why would | want one? 


Packet Radio is a form of integrated 

digital communications based on the 8 bit 
ASCII code and a protocol derived from 
computer networking and adapted for ama- 
teur needs. It depends on Terminal Node 
Controllers, which have the rules of the 
protocol built into their programming, to 
handle the operation of the stations. The 
TNCs at each end ofa “connection” man- 
age all the housekeeping operations at 
each station to allow the QSO to take 
place under the rules embodied in the 
protocol. These include identification, 
control of the transmitter, packaging the 
data, error checking and “handshaking” 
between the stations. But to the user the 
interface is as simple as “I type it in here 
and it comes Out over there!” 

Operations on packet radio are con- 
siderably different than for most of the 
Other modes ofamateur operation. There 
are few QSOs in the way that we are used 
to having them, real-time interactive chats, 
although these certainly do take place, and 
by using digipeating, they are possible far 
beyond normal repeater range. But most 
packet operation occurs between individ- 
ual stations and Bulletin Board Stations 
(BBS) where information is “posted” for 
other users who will log on at different 
times. Packet radio is the answering ma- 
chine of ham radio! The thing that packet 
does superbly is disseminate information. 
You can log onto a BBS and get the latest 
propagation forecasts, news about ama- 
teur radio, WIAW bulletins, legislative 
information affecting amateur radio, scan 
an immense list of information offered or 
requested, and pick up or drop off NTS 
traffic. You can also upload and download 
computer files or exchange them with other 
hams directly. Packet offers greater range 
than normal repeaters, error free exchanges

of information (no it won’t fix your typos), 
unattended operations, and automated 
channel sharing. The worldwide network 
of amateur packet stations is linked by a 
growing semiautomated packet mail net- 
work. 

There are a lot of new terms involved 
in packet Operations so maybe I will start 
off by demystifying as many as I can. 
PACKET: A string of bytes sent by a packet 
radio station. The bytes are arranged ac- 
cording to the AX.25 protocol, and in- 
clude FLAGS to get the receiving station 
unsquelched and synchronized; ADDRESS 
blocks with the DESTINATION, SOURCE 
and list of DIGIPEATERS if any; CON- 
TROL information, which tells the TNCs 
involved who’s doing what to whom; up to 
256 bytes of INFORMATION - the stuff 
you are trying to get to show up On the 
Other guy’s screen goes here; and finally a 
CRC number for error checking. It’s a lot, 
but a typical packet gets sent in a 6 second 
burst at 1200 bps. 

TNC: A combination modem and 
microcomputer that goes between the ter- 
minal and the radio and makes the whole 
system work. The TNC contains a 1200 
bps modem that converts the digital data

TO FUNDS RESTRICTIONS. BY LAW ALL COUNTIES HAVE TO COME UP WITH AN EMERGENCY MANAGE - 
MENT PLAN. ALL LOCAL COUNTIES, SO I AM TOLD BY EMS, HAVE SOME MOBILE COMM FACILITY OF

WHAT HAPPENS TO IT. ANOTHER PLAN IS TO SHARE FACILLITIES - WITH OPERATING POSITIONS 
- ONE FOR HAM RADIO - EACH UNDER LOCK AND KEY BY EACH RESPONSIBLE AGENCY AND PERSON. 
IF NOT NEEDED FOR THE PARTICULAR EMERGENCY THEN NOT MANNED UP BY THAT AGENCY. ALTER- 
NATELY, SO WE CUT CLEAN FORGET IT - DON'T GET INTO ANOTHER FLOOD, HURRICANE DISASTER 
- LET OTHERS DO THE MOBILE BIT AND WE ORGANIZE AROUND REPEATERS - ALREADY DONE. WHAT 
DOES THE ARRL HAVE TO SAY ABOUT EMS - DO THEY HAVE A PLAN? THE MIRT PLAN WHICH WILL 
EVENTUALLY COME TO PA. IN SOME COHESIVE FORM WILL INTEGRATE MANY AGENCIES - WILL AMATEUR 
RADIO BE ONE OF THEM? BY DEFAULT - NO. WE HAVE A CHANCE TO SPEAK UP. 30 YEARS AGO 
ALL THERE WAS WERE HAMS TO FILL A LOCAL COMM GAP. NOW THERE ARE MANY SOPHISTICATED SYSTEMS 
OUT THERE BUT CLEARLY REGARDLESS OF THE OVERALL SYSTEM, REDUNDANCY IS NEEDED. WE CAN

By including a list of packet stations in the 
address information, your packets can be 
retransmitted bucket brigade style from 
one station to the next until they get to 
your destination. Since the data is digital 
there is no degradation with each repeat. 
The AX.25 protocol allows up to 8 digi- 
peaters between source and destination 
stations, but channel sharing and colli- 
sions make 2-3 digipeaters a more realistic 
number to use. Digipeaters often have a 
secondary identification or “alias” to make 
remembering them easier.

SOLAR CYCLE 22 
READY TO PEAK 


During September, the solar flux went 
on a “rollercoaster ride” peaking at 305 
twice in three days, then dipping to 155 - 
but even this was high enough for good 
propagation on most HF bands. Condi- — 
tions should improve during October, with 
the best days of the fall season expected to 
arrive in November. 


The latestsolar and geomagnetic field 


data is transmitted at 18 minutes past the 
hour by WWV in Boulder, Colorado. The 


same information is transmitted by WWVH 
in Hawaii, at 45 minutes past the hour. 
The K index is revised every three hours. A 
K figure of 3 or more indicates poor propa- | 
gation or even complete loss of communi- 
cation on high latitude paths. Transequa- 
torial propagation is not usually affected 
and may even improve under high K con- 
ditions. . 

‘Even the lowestsolar flux readings for 
the next year or so should be high enough 
for good work on most HF bands. The next 
year or so should also provide ample op- 
portunities for DX work on 50 MHz.

The video is 
intended to provide the public with steps 
on how to resolve interference they may be 
experiencing to TVs, stereos, computers, 
telephones, VCRs, and other home enter- 
lainment equipment. 

The tape is a panel discussion with 
representatives from the FCC, BG/E, C/P, 
REACT, BRATS, WBGR, United Cable 
TV, Radio Shack, and others. The discus- 
sion was moderated by Sally Brown, repre- 
sentative from the Electronics Industries 
Association. Copies of the video have 
been distributed to TV and Cable compa- 
nies throughout Maryland, Delaware, 
Virginia, West Virginia and D.C. 

The FCC receives thousands of inter- 
ference complaints each year. Many of the 
complaints registered could be avoided if 
the complainant were aware of self-help 
methods to resolve the interference they 
may be receiving.

ENGINE RATING GOES METRIC 


As of September 1, marine engine 
manufacturers now rate engine power 
output by an international standard that 
uses kilowatts (kw) instead of horsepower, 
according to the National Marine Manu- 
facturers Association. Ratings will be 
measured at the propeller shaft instead of 
at the crankshaft. 

A Kilowatt is equivalent to 1.34 hp. 
The standard will apply to outboards, 
inboards, and sterndrives. The Interna- 
tional Congress of Marine industry Asso- 
Ciations established the new standard so 
that consumers would have an easier time 
comparing brands directly.

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A CHRISTMAS TO REMEMBER

the world’s greatest restorer of National radio equipment, 


During the late ’20s, and before the 
big depression, most home-built radio con- 
struction was done in the evenings on the 
kitchen table. One of the reasons for this 
phenomenon was the need to heat a sol- 
dering copper, and the kitchen gas stove 
was a likely heat source. Some fellows, 
who had a workshop in the basement near 
the laundry area, could use the gas hot 
plate (normally used to heat water in the 
wash boiler) to heat their soldering cop- 
per. 

My father introduced me to the sol- 
dering copper. It was a large piece of solid 
copper bar stock about one inch square 
and three inches long. The copper bar 
came to a point on onc end and a long rod 
extended from the other end. A wooden 
handle on the end of the rod enabled me to 
hold the copper, once heated on the gas 
burner, to try to solder wire to a radio part. 

| used to use soldering flux with my 
solder, but the joints would always corrode 
in time by chemical action, and would 
develop high-resistance joints. My father 
obtained for me some “new” solder which 
had the flux (resin core) inside the solder. 
This solder was called “Kester Radio Sol- 
der” and came ina roll which was stored in 
a little round tin box when not in use. - 

My mother frequently objected to my 
soldering coppers on her kitchen stove, 
and I had to be very careful not to mess up 
the kitchen floor or to ruin the table top. 
Besides, the smell of resin flux, mixed with 
the smell of hot waxy paraffin from the 
insulated bell wire, didn’t set too well ei- 
ther, as the odors would permeate her 
kitchen. 

Sometimes, rather than solder the bell 
wire, I would twist the bare wire ends 
together or, using a small bolt or nut, just 
bolt the wire ends to one another for a 
connection. 


My Uncle Henry and I shared the same 
birth date, August 30th. Uncle Henry 
owned a Men’s Clothing Store in a nearby 
city, and he was always good for two neck- 
ties a year - One On my birthday and a 
second tie for Christmas. 

I was about of the age when I sus- 
pected that there might not be a Santa 
Claus; moreover, when Christmas drew 
near, | was on the fence about whether or 
not there really was a Santa. | went along 
with the season’s spirit of giving and re- 
ceiving gifts however, and on the night 
before Christmas Iset out, near the Christ- 
mas tree, a plate of cookies and a glass of 
milk for Santa to cat when he came to our 
house. I went to bed that night a “doubter”. 

When I awoke Christmas morning, | 
ran down stairs to the living room. There 
were many presents wrapped and placed 
around the base of the tree. My father was 
trying to get the series-string of colored 
lights to illuminate the tree by substituting 
a “known good” bulb in each socket in 
turn. Finally the defective bulb was lo- 
cated and the tree was aglow. 

Hey! The milk and cookies were gone! 
Nothing but a few crumbs remaining on 
the plate and the glass of milk was empty! 

We each started to open our presents. 
I] got the usual kid stuff; sox, knickers, 
shirt, underwear (BVDs), bath robe, slip- 
pers, and, before I forget, Uncle Henry 
sent me a necktie. 

All packages were unwrapped, and a 
pile of pretty wrapping paper littered the 
floor. But wait amoment, there was a box 
Sticking out from under the wrapping papers

opened box! I looked at the small red and 
green label, it said: “To Paul from Santa”!

RADIO MALAISE draws the ear 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission 


AM radio, which has been losing lis- 
tcners to FM channels since the 1970s, ap- 
proaches the 1990s with a diminished voice. 
But it may have a good listener in Wash- 
ington; the FCC plans to hear a day of tes- 
timony, on Nov. 16, on the plight of AM 
radio. The commission believes that im- 
proving AM service would broaden listen- 
ing selections and increase options for ad- 
vertisers. The issues are also thought to be 
important to the FCC’s new chairman, 
Alfred Sikes, a former AM broadcaster in 
his native Missouri. 

The FM radio band, considered tech- 
nically superior because it can carry stereo 
broadcasts, has cornered the airwaves for 
delivering music. AM stereo remains largely 
undeveloped because it lacks a uniform 
delivery system. The National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters in June adopted an 
agenda for revitalizing AM radio that in- 
cludes, among other things, pursuing fur- 
ther FCC action on selecting an AM ste- 
reo standard, and seeking a law requiring 
all stereo receivers to include AM stereo.
